To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Llanfyllin  Rural 

District  Council. 

Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report, 
dealing  with  Vital  Statistics,  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances 
of  your  district,  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1945. 

Vital  Statistics  have  not  altered  much — the  Birth  Rate,  in 
accordance  with  the  general  tendency,  shows  a slight  increase, 
and  the  Death  Rate  has  slightly  decreased. 

The  importance  of  protection  of  children  against  Diphtheria 
is  again  stressed,  and  those  in  charge  of  non-protected  children 
are  urged  to  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  v^hich  now  exist  to 
rectify  such  deficiency. 

Attention  might  here  be  drawn  to  the  hard  and  uncongenial 
lot  of  many  solitary  persons  who,  in  their  advanced  years,  tend 
to  be  neglected  and  forgotten  and  who,  in  many  cases,  are  too 
old  and  debilitated  to  look  after  themselves  adequately. 

Would  it  not  be  possible  for  those  interested  in  the  problems 
of  these  unfortunate  people  to  meet  to  discus  these  problems,  in 
the  hope  that  their  declining  years  might  be  rendered  less  grim 
and  bleak  ? 

Excellent  Institutions  are,  of  course,  available  for  these  old 
people.  On  their  part  however,  they  would  much  prefer  to  spend 
their  remaining  years  in  the  surroundings  which  they  know  so 
well,  and  which  could  be  made  so  much  happier  were  a little 
outside  help  in  nursing  and  general  housework  and  supervision 
available. 

I would  beg  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  your  officials 
and  staff  for  their  ever-ready  help,  assistance,  guidance  and  co- 
operation during  the  year.

Infantile  Mortality. 

The  deaths  of  Eight  children  under  one  year  of  age  were 
notified.  Four  were  males  and  four  were  females. 

Five  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  prematurity  and  took  place 
within  eight  days  of  birth.  One  death  at  four  months  was  due  to 
congenital  heart  disease,  another  at  three  weeks  was  due  to 
diarrhoea,  and  a third  death  at  eight  months  was  due  to  pneumoc- 
oceal  meningitis.

No  changes  took  place  during  the  year  and  the  general  position 
is  as  detailed  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1938. 

SECTION  “C.” 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  Welsh  Board  of  Health  have  suggested  that  the  following 
information  with  regard  to  Water  Supply  should  appear  in  this 
annual  Report. 

Quality 

It  is  necessary  to  distinguish  between  the  public  supplies  oper- 
ated by  the  Council  and  supplies  obtained  from  private  sources. 

There  are  8 piped  water  schemes  administered  by  the  Council, 
and  in  each  case  the  quality  of  the  water  supplied  is  very  good. 
Fourteen  samples  of  water  from  the  public  mains  were  examined 
during  the  year,  and  all  of  these  were  found  to  be  entirely 
satisfactory. 

Generally  speaking  the  supplies  obtained  from  privately  owned 
wells  fall  far  below  the  quality  of  the  piped  supplies,  and  it  is 
doubtful  whether  more  than  50  per  cent,  of  the  privately  owned 
supplies  are  entirely  satisfactory. 

Quantity. 

There  is  a sufficiency  of  water  for  domestic  purposes  in  all  those 
areas  supplied  by  the  Council’s  works.  Details  of  the  extent  to 
which  a public  supply  is  available  in  the  various  parishes  of  the 
district  is  given  in  my  report  for  the  year  1943.  The  position 
remains  very  much  the  same,  but  I may  make  the  following 
observations  which  should  be  read  in  conjunction  with  the  earlier 
report : — 

Parish  of  Llanfair  Caereinion. 

The  storage  tank  referred  to  in  my  1943  report  has  been  in 
operation  sufficiently  long  to  show  that  while  its  construction  was 
urgently  required  some  years  ago  in  order  to  maintain  a constant 
supply  to  the  village  of  Llanfair  Caereinion,  it  is  not  sufficient  in 
itself  to  provide  for  the  future  needs  of  the  village.  The  con- 
sumption of  water  at  Llanfair  Caereinion  is  approximately  15.7 
gallons  per  head  per  day  which  is  certainly  not  excessive.  But 
even  at  this  rate  of  consumption  it  has  been  necessary  recently 
to  cut  off  supplies  to  certain  premises  in  order  to  maintain  a con- 
stant supply  for  domestic  purposes.  The  proposed  sewerage 
scheme  will  increase  the  demand  for  water  and  I hope  it  will  be 
found  possible  to  construct  new  works  on  the  lines  suggested  by 
the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineer.  The  need  is  undoubtedly 
urgent,  especially  since  it  is  impossible  to  proceed  with  housing 
schemes  in  the  parish  until  improved  works  of  water  supply  have 
been  constructed. 
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Parish  of  Llangadfan. 

The  hamlet  of  Llangadfan  is  mentioned  in  my  1943  report  as 
being  without  a piped  water  supply.  I am  glad  to  know  that  it  is 
proposed  to  extend  a watermain  to  Llangadfan  in  the  near  future. 
It  is  satisfactory  also  to  record  that  the  proposed  extension  of 
watermain  will  be  so  designed  that  it  will  form  part  of  the  County 
Water  Scheme,  if  that  ambitious  project  becomes  a reality. 

Parishes  of  Llandrinio,  Llandysilio,  Carreghofa,  and 

Llanfechain. 

I stated  in  my  report  for  1943  that  I considered  the  provision  of 
works  of  water  supply  to  these  parishes  to  be  a matter  requiring 
the  Council’s  early  attention.  I am  glad  to  know  that  the  Council 
have  now  formulated  a scheme  for  supplying  water  to  each  of 
these  parishes,  and  I trust  that  every  effort  will  be  made  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  construction  of  the  required  works  with  the  least 
possible  delay.  There  is  no  doubt  that  satisfactory  housing  con- 
ditions cannot  be  obtained  in  these  parishes  until  adequate  piped 
water  supplies  have  been  made  available. 

Parish  of  Llansantffraid  (Deytheur). 

I understand  that  works  of  water  supply  referred  to  in  the  above 
paragraph  will  also  supply  premises  in  this  parish,  although  it  is 
purely  rural  in  character  with  no  centre  of  population. 

Parish  of  Llanerfyl. 

I am  glad  to  know  that  the  extension  of  watermain  to  the 
hamlet  of  Diosg,  which  I recommended  in  my  1943  report  is  likely 
to  be  carried  out.

Plumbo-Solvent  Action. 

1 would  not  expect  any  of  the  public  piped  water  supplies  to 
have  a marked  aggressive  action  on  metals.  In  two  cases  the 
water  is  passed  through  a contact  chamber  of  limestone  chippings 
to  counteract  any  acidity  in  the  water.  Previous  chemical 
analyses  of  the  various  piped  supplies  have  been  very  satisfactory. 
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Contamination. 

No  action  has  been  necessary  in  respect  of  any  forms  of  con- 
tamination of  the  piped  water  supply. 

Proportion  of  Houses  with  Public  Supply. 

From  the  details  given  in  my  report  for  1943  it  will  be  seen  that 
all  the  bigger  villages  have  piped  water  supplies  available,  but  in 
a scattered  rural  area  such  as  this,  it  has  not  yet  been  possible  to 
bring  piped  water  supplies  within  the  reach  of  the  majority  of  the 
houses.  The  total  number  of  occupied  houses  in  the  district  may 
be  taken  at  2860  ; yet  the  total  number  of  houses  with  water  laid 
on  from  piped  schemes  (including  eight  schemes  operated  by  the 
Council,  and  three  otherwise  controlled)  is  only  337.  It  may  be 
pointed  out  however,  that  the  public  have  not  yet  taken  full  advan- 
tage of  the  facilities  offered  to  them.  The  eight  schemes  operated 
by  the  Council  bring  water  within  reach  of  575  houses,  but  only 
204  of  these  have  water  laid  on  into  the  house. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

I can  only  repeat  the  observations  on  this  subject  made  in  my 
last  annual  Report,  and  express  the  hope  that  it  will  be  found 
possible  to  proceed  with  sewerage  schemes  in  the  near  future. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

No  change. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  circumstances  are  substantially  as  stated  in  my  annual 
Report  for  1942.  The  scheme  of  refuse  collection  which  has  been 
in  operation  since  1939  continues  to  work  reasonably  well,  and 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  it  is  a substantial  improvement  on  the 
conditions  obtaining  before  that  date.  On  the  whole  however,  the 
number  of  complaints  received  from  the  public  tend  to  increase, 
and  it  is  likely  that  an  improvement  could  be  effected  if  a new  con- 
tract were  entered  into,  or  if  the  work  were  carried  out  by  direct 
labour.

Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations. 

There  are  now  480  registered  milk  producers  in  the  area. 

During  the  year  39  applications  for  registration  were  made.

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  Swimming  Baths  or  Pools  in  the  district. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

This  pest  is  seldom  found  in  this  district,  and  no  action  was 
necessary  during  the  year. 

Housing. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  15  recorded  cases  of  over- 
crowding in  the  district.  There  is  no  doubt  however,  that  if 
another  survey  were  made,  many  additional  cases  would  be 
revealed. 

It  will  be  noted  that  two  houses  have  been  found  totally  unfit 
for  human  habitation.  This  figure  is,  of  course,  in  addition  to 
those  reported  to  the  Council  in  previous  years.  The  total  number 
of  houses  in  the  district  which  have  been  reported  to  the  Council 
as  entirely  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  not  yet  dealt  with  is  81. 
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Schools. 

During  the  age  period  of  4 to  2o_ years  there  were  some  40  cases 
of  Infectious  Diseases  notified,  mainly  Measles,  Whooping  Cough 
and  Scarlet  Fever.  There  were  no  school  closures  on  account  of 
these  diseases,  and  the  general  health  of  the  school  children 
appears  to  have  been  well  maintained, 

Mid-day  meals  are  now  prepared  in  most  schools,  and  the  meals 
and  the  social  atmosphere  under  which  these  meals  are  partaken 
are  enjoyed  by  the  majority  of  the  children. 

Changes  in  educational  methods  are  taking  place,  and  these 
changes  would  appear  to  make  it  necessary  that,  in  many  cases, 
children  must  be  conveyed  considerable  distances  to  new  educa- 
tional centres.  Closure  of  the  small  rural  schools  would  appear  to 
be  inevitable  and  the  drift  of  population  from  the  countryside 
further  accentuated.  Whether  the  drift  is  to  be  deplored  or  not,  is 
of  course,  a matter  for  debate  elsewhere. 

The  usual  routine  inspection  of  school  children  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer  and  his  Staff  continues  and  all  children,  before 
they  start  their  school  careers,  are  under  the  close  supervision  of 
the  District  Nurses. 

A close  control  is  therefore  maintained  over  children  and  any 
defects  found  or  retrogressive  tendencies  observed  are  cured  or 
controlled  as  far  as  possible. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  is  carried  out  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer  and  his  Staff.  Most  children  of  school  age  have 
now  received  their  protective  injections.  Elsewhere  in  the  report 
the  importance  of  protection  of  all  children,  whether  of  school  age 
or  not,  is  again  stressed. 

Section  “ F.” 

Prevalence  of,  and  control  over,  Infectious 

Diseases. 

During  the  year  81  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified, 
and  of  these,  11  were  cases  of  Tuberculosis. 

Measles  continued  to  be  mildly  epidemic — 19  cases  were  notified 
and  there  were  no  deaths. 

There  was  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Whooping 
Cough  notified. 

A few  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  and,  from  my  obser- 
vations, these  were  mild  in  character  and  left  no  complications, 
and  all  cases  recovered. 

21  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified  and,  of  these,  2 deaths 
were  reported. 

1 case  of  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  was  notified,  with  recovery 
under  home  treatment, 

A case  was  admitted  into  Isolation  Hospital  for  investigation  of 
suspicious  cerebral  symptoms.  The  patient  was  discharged 
cured — Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  was  not  established. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  no  cases  of  Diphtheiia  were  notified 

during  the  year.

When  and  where  necessary  disinfection  of  infected  premises  is 
carried  out  as  usual  by  your  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Scabies,  Impetigo  and  other  skin  conditions  which  were  so  pre- 
valent during  the  early  war  years  have  now  virtually  disappeared, 
and  cases  reporting  for  treatment  are  rare  and  infrequent. 

Prior  to  the  war  these  skin  conditions  were  rarely  seen  in  the 
area.  They  were,  without  doubt,  imported  with  the  waves  of 
evacuees  from  the  cities  and,  for  a period,  the  general  spread  was 
rather  alarming.  Through  the  combined  influences  of  fresh  air, 
sunlight,  better  food,  the  very  praise-worthy  vigilance  of  foster 
parents  and  the  co-operation  of  the  local  medical  men  and  your 
sanitary  department  the  diseases  have  been  brought  under  pract- 
ically complete  control,  and  as  noted  above,  are  now  rarely  seen. 

Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases  appears,  to  my  observation, 
to  have  been  good  during  the  year. 

No  Immunisation  against  Scarlet  Fever  was  carried  out  during 
the  year,  nor  were  any  vaccinations  or  re-vaccinations  carried  out 
under  the  Public  Health  (Small  Pox)  Regulations. 

Some  contacts  of  cases  of  Small  Pox  (occurring  before  the 
contacts  landed  in  this  country  from  overseas)  were  kept  under 
observation  while  temporarily  residing  in  the  area. 
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Tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  under  review  no  action  was  taken  under  the 
Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  (1925)  or 
under  Section  2 of  the  Public  Health  Act  of  1925. 

During  the  year  11  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified, 
this  being  a decrease  of  three  upon  the  preceding  year. 

Of  those  notified,  5 were  males  and  6 were  females. 

The  Pulmonary  cases  were  3 males  and  1 female. 

The  Non-Pulmonary  cases  were  2 males  and  5 females. 

Average  age  at  date  of  notification  : 

Males,  36  years  ; Females,  25.7  years. 

d wo  of  the  above  cases  had  recently  entered  the  district,  one 
being  an  inward  transfer  from  another  district,  and  the  second  a 
native  of  the  district  who  had  resided  elsewhere  for  some  years. 

During  the  year  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  numbered  4 — two 
were  males  and  two  were  females. 

Two  males  died  as  a result  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  Two 
females  died  as  a result  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

The  average  age  at  death  of  those  dying  from  all  forms  of 
Tuberculosis  during  the  year  was  44-5  years. 

Death-rate  from  Tuberculosis  (all  forms)  for  the  year  1945 
would  therefore  be  *38  per  thousand  of  the  population.

Notification  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  area  appears  to  be  good,  and 
all  cases  notified — including  those  who  died — had  been  seen  by  and 
were  supervised  by  the  Tuberculosis  Physician  and  Staff.  The 
work  of  the  latter  continues  to  extend  and  is  much  appreciated. 

Many  mote  cases  are  now  investigated  than  was  formerly  the 
case.  It  is  noted  that  patients  now  co-operate  more  readily  with 
the  appropiiate  and  necessary  investigations. 

It  is  also  very  evident  that  there  is  a shortage  of  Hospital 
accommodation  for  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  many  patients  having  to 
wait  protracted  periods  for  beds  in  the  Association’s  Hospitals. 

This  is  in  part  due  to  shortage  of  staff. 

With  the  return  to  peace  time  conditions  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
young  women  seeking  employment  might  consider  well  the  oppor- 
tunities for  useful  work  and  promotion  offered  by  the  nursing 
profession  in  all  its  varied  branches  and  activities. 

Hie  disinfection  of  infected  premises  continues  to  be  carried  out 
by  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  who  advise  on  matters  of  protection 
and  segregation  and  who  advise  as  to  destruction  of  infected 
clothing  as  previously  noted  and  where  justified  by  circumstances, 
the  Council  continues  to  defray  some  of  the  cost  of  such  material 
or  clothing  so  distroyed.

Cancer. 

I his  disease  appears  to  have  been  the  cause  of  21  deaths  during 
the  year. 

Of  these,  13  were  males  and  8 were  females.  The  deaths,  in 
years,  varied  from  14  years  to  82  years,  and  the  average  age  at 
death  was  63*8  years 

Deaths  due  to  Cancer  numbered  the  same  as  those  for  the 

previous  year  and  represent  a rate  of  2 0 per  thousand  of  the 
population. 
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
